HIGHER RATE OF 


TAXES CONSIDERED 
BY KREISMANN 


Mayor Kreismann is 1s comablietnkt the 
advisability of recommending to the 
Municipal Assembly an incr@ase in the 
rate of taxation. The present rate is 
$2.22 on the $100 valuation. 

About $1,008,000 will be required to pay 
interest and meet thé requirements of 
the sinking fund on account of the re- 
cent issue of $11,500,000 of bonds. The 
rate for that purpose will have to be 
increased from 8 cénts to 18 cents. 

Unless the administration can find 
some way of curtailing expenses in the 
city departments or public schools it 
is likely the rate will be ‘increased to 
$2.82. City officials hope the Board of 
Education will reduce its rate from 60 
cents to 50 cents, thereby making it un- 
necessary to inerease the rate. 

The 60-cent rate for schools is the limit 
allowed by law. It was placed at that 
figure when the board was doing much 
building and repair work. 

Comptroller Taussig has a balance of 
$750,000 left out of the municipal revenue 
during the past year. This is the lar- 
gest balance ever left over. For the pre- 
ceding year the balance was $200,000. 

The expenses of the city government, 
during the first year of Comptroller 
Taussig’s reign, were reduced $341,233. 
During the past ten years the expenses 
of the city government have increased 
from 6 to 10 per cent a year.

_ “So I went to Winnipeg, which seemed 
one of the earth's waste places—a town 
all barn and elevator frontier. I ap- 
rlied Gin my elegant imported tweeds) 
for a place on a farm and took the

“My first introduction to the science 
of farming consisted of tlearing a field 
oi stones, an employment at which T 
acquitted myself with remarkable cred- 
it. I was, it appeared, much stronger 
than ‘Charlie’+my predecessor.

SHORTAGE ALLEGED 


High Price of Feed and Poor 
Pasture Is Final 
Explanation. 


The price of meat will be going up 
again next week; unless the signs are 
at fault.’ That is, the retail price will 
go up. It has gone up already at the 
goolers, and the householder would be 
paying more now for his steaks if it 
was not for the fact that the corner 
Dutcher is still cutting from carcasses 
he bought when the price was a little 


lower. 


Searcity is given as the ostensible 
cause. Butchers who went to the cool- 
ers Tuesday found the supply so scant 
that it looked like they would have to 
match pennies to see who would get 
what there was. -It was not a question 
of how much they would have to pay 
for it, but whether they would be able 
to get it at any price. The packers are 
offish in view of the scarcity, accord- 
ing to butchers, and art disposed to let 
the retailers bid against each other for 
what there is. 

The result was that the butcher, say 
they paid 17% cents for loins and ribs 
which they have been getting for 12% 
to 14 cents. For chuck they paid 10 cents 
where they had been paying 5 cents. 
Pork was about the same as it had 
been. 
16 cents, against 12 ahd 13 cents a few 
days ago. 

As s00n as the butchers have sold all 

the meat they bought when it was 
cheaper, there will have to be an in- 
crease all along the line. It comes 
sooner in gome quaftera than others, 
because each butcher wants to hold his 
customers and he esséerts he does not 
raise the price if he can help it. 
. The worst of it is that there is little 
prospect that meat will be cheap again. 
The butchers say some of the conditions 
that produce the scarcity, which in 
turn caused the high prices, are per- 
manent. Corn is worth more as corn 
than it is put into pork, and there are 
no pastures for the cattle. 

The conditions are such, butchers as- 
sert, that they derive oniy a small prof- 
it. One of them says that 300 hundred 
butchers, have been forced to give up 
the business gince the World’s Fair. 

Few cattle are being killed, accord- 
ing to the packers, because there areé 
‘few Cattle to kill. The same is true of 
other animals. The scarcity is likely to 
not’ only continue, but to incredse.

‘The all-dominating characteristic of 
“The Hasiest Way” is a hard pitiless- 
ness toward the woman in the case. 
This woman is one Laura Murdock, in- 
aolent, ease-loving, rotten in her soul- 
fabric, false, a Har and a coward. Men 
have made her all these things, yet the 
play’s last curtain falls, not on any 
even faintly implied possibility of her 

being susceptible of redemption or of 
the ge crea helping, but solely upon the 
exulting of three men that her life's 
disaster is se complete and irremedi- 
able. 

The first of these three exulting men 
is he who hed craftily, and after many 
subtie temptations, led her into the 
paths. of her undoing. The second is 
the mian who honestly loved her, as she 
bell and whom she loved with a 
helpl and help-entreating love almost 
heart-breaking in its upspringing from 


a soil so relentlessly corrupted. The 


third exulting man is BDugene Walter 
himself, the .play’s author, who, having 
impaled her for stage exploitation as 
one of the “lobster ladies’’ of the Ten- 
derloin, uses her to his liking and then 
smugly kicks her further along the road 
to hell, proclaiming by his ‘play’s false 
logic, that there is no remotest likeli- 
hood of a divergence from that road. 

It is this pitilessness and jubilant 
é¢owardice in the Eugene Walter treat- 
ment of the Magdalen figure as one of 
the creations of human life which in 
itself; were there fio other handicap, 
forbids the classification of his play as 
@ great drama. The Magdalen may not, 
with fidelity to the higher truths of 
life, be thus delivered for crucifixion and 
thus disposed of, hope-denied and dead 
of soul, following the crucifying proc- 
ess. The fixed and immutable law of 
God, who has Himself*spoken on this 
very theme and to this very woman, 
does not permit. The Eugene Walter 
play, as a potentially great play, cot- 
lapses at the very moment of Laura 
Murdock’s completest overthrow, in 
that, having shown her not enttfrely 
guilty of the sins charged in her in- 
dictment, it nevertheless holds her sole- 
ly and entirely responsible. 


The world’s soul—and there is such & 
thing—intuitively and rightfully rejects 
and overrules this verdict. 


Owing to this basic truth of instinct- 
ive human judgment at variance with 
the cruel and spurious logic of Eugene 
Walter's play, there are but two mo- 
ments in that play’s progress when an 
audience is deeply moved. 

One of these moments is when Laura
